Prominent Physician Admits 
Epidemic But Points Out 
Illness Not Yet Serious 
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SHARING RIDE ‘Tail-End Charley ’ Of Div e Bo mbers

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 28— 
It is too early to say just how- 
serious the nation-wide epidemic 
of influenza and virus pneumonia 
may be. That it is an epidemic, 
and that it is widespread 
ap­ 
parent. It is causing an enormous 
amount of absenteeism and dis­ 
ability. It is disorganizing, to a 
certain extent, 
many 
factories 
and businesses. 
But so far as personal danger 
to you yourself is concerned, it 
has not yet shown any of the 
malignant qualities of former in­ 
fluenza epidemics. And there is 
no use adding an epidemic of 
hysteria and exaggerated morbid 
fear to the realities of the situa­ 
tion. which, so far are, according 
to my advices, mild. 
It is unfortunate that both in­ 
fluenza 
and 
virus 
pneumonia 
have bad names. Influenza gets 
a bad name from the virulent 
epidemics of 1918. 1919 and 1920 
It remains in 
the 
memory 
of 
many people still middle aged or 
younger and the very word con­ 
jures up recollections that are 
indeed grim. But the influenza 
of all the years since at hast 
1925 have been so mild that I tors 
myself am convinced it is an en­ 
tirely different disease caused by 
an entirely different germ, and I 
had plenty of experience with 
that old He Bull Influenza when 
it struck the’ army camps of a n ­ 
other arm y in another war. 
The great epidemics of real in­ 
fluenza observed during modern 
times occurred around the years 
| of 1732. 
1780. 1830, 1848, 1889, 
1918—on the average of 30 to 40 
years apart. Where the disease 
¡lay dorm ant in the m eantime we 
do not know-, but it did. If this 
theory is correct we are not due 
for another epidemic for 10 or 
20 years yet.
